CHAPTER46 
INFECTIOUS WASTE REGULATION 

H.F. 489 

AN ACT eliminating certain requirements relating to the regulation of infectious waste. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 455B.501, subsection 2, Code 1999, is amended to read as follows: 
2. The department shall iRstitute aR iRfeetious 'Haste maRagemeRt pFOgram iR eoopera 

tieR with the Iowa departmeRt of pub lie health. The program shall iRelude all of the follovt' 
iRg elemeRts: 

&.- ReeommeRdatioRs to the eommissioR for revisioR of the fl:lles whieh refer to iRfeetious 
waste as hazardous or tmde waste. 

&: IRitiatioR, iR eooperatioR 'Nith assoeiatioRs of health eare providers of aR iRformatioR 
aRd edueatioR effort regardiRg the eurreRt requiremeRts for special waste authorizatioRs 
prior to the disposal of iRfeetious vtastes iR a laRdfill. The effort shall iRelude aR attempt to 
compile aR iR-veRtory of the Humber of geRerators aRd the 't'Olumes geRerated. The iw1eRtory 
shall be completed aRd a report regardiRg the results of the iRveRtory submitted to the 
geReral assembly by RO later thaR JaRt~ary Hi, 1991. 

e: UpoR eompletioR of the eompilatioR ofthe iRveRtory, the departmeRt shall recommend, 
for adoption by the commission, standards for on-site and off-site treatment of infectious 
waste. In developing standards, the department shall consider factors affecting the feasibil­
ity of alternative methods of treatment and disposal, including but not limited to the volume 
of infectious waste generated, the availability of treatment facilities within geographic ar­
eas, and the costs of transporting infectious wastes to treatment facilities. The standards 
shall include monitoring requirements for treatment facilities, and training requirements 
for operators of facilities. The standards may include requirements for management plans 
dealing with the plans for management of infectious wastes in compliance with adopted 
standards. In cases in which an individual generator of infectious waste is served by a 
person treating or disposing of the infectious waste, the person treating or disposing of the 
waste may prepare the plan for all generators served.
